Congress to bolster security funding

WASHINGTON - Congressional leaders pre-

steps with money already provided. 

"Congress has provldqd the funds; tlie ad- 
ministration has tailed to carry out its duty." Hep. 
Bill Alexander. I>Ark., told reporters after a 
. briefing oh, tlie Sept. 20 bombing .of ihe U.S. 
Embassy atinex in Beirut that killed 14 people. 
Including two American servicemen.. 

Senate Majority LeaderHoward H. Baker Jr.. 
U-Tenn.. said Congress will "almost assuredly" 
approve the additional funds the State Department 
said "Monday It needs to Improve security at 
embassies around the world.

Science keeps, stored apples crisp

- If Mcintosh apples are your favQ^ 
ites there's good news. You'll soon get 
them crispy and cninchy up to el^t 
months after harvesting. 

Frank Liu, a Coniell University 
pomologist, has lound a woy to keep 
"Macs" and probably other voricties 
fresh and firm from September 
through May. The giethod discour- 
ages softening and browning — two 
m a j or p roblems with apple storage — ■ 
particularly for Mcintosh. 

Mcintosh is a major variety In the 
norl^ieast and ports of Canada, and 
neprescnts 26 percent of New Yorit 
Stalc'sSiMmllliDnapplecrop. 

"We can keep Macs crisp and firm 
-witiuiQ changelnsugarby-harvestlng- 
thcm when they are mature but not 
yet ripe and storing them in a con- 
trolled atmo^here chiimber (CA) 
where most of the ethylene, a gas 
which ripening apples release, is 
removcd/'LlLJSald. 



' Apples kept'ln low-cthyleh&'lohg^' 
tenn CA storage ore slightly less' 
acidic and have little less aroma than 
fresh, tree-ripened apples. 

The researcher says that for grow- 
, ers to adopt the Cornell technology, ft 
would cost less than 25 cents per 
bushel for ethylene scnibblrig mate- 
rials. 

Prcsh apples have been available to 
consumers for many yean thanks to 
CA storage where apples are "put to 
sleep" In airtight storage rooms in 
which levels or oxygen and carbon 
dioxide are conboUed. 

Some apples. boWever, particularly 
the-popular Mcpitosh. tun soft and 



mealy in storage; Liu's lechniquev ocK'': 
which Jie has .worked for 10 years, 
discourages excessive softening. 

Liu found that harvesting the 
apples before they ripen and' the 
ethylene accumulation are crucial, 
'"Dtere Is only a lO^y period when 
the apples c^ be harvested for op- 
timal results, ' ' he says. 

Liu blocks ethylene buildup by 
purifying the air In storage chambers 
with potassium permanganate, a 
chemical that absorbs the gas.

Apply lime and basic fertil- 
izers (Phosphorus and potassium) 
accbrdhig to the soil test recommen- 
d^Uons-. If you plan to apply com- 
posted -organic matter, ^read It 
evenly on the surface at this point. 

Jncorporate all of the materials 
added to a depth oi four to she Inches 
with a rotovator. You can establish 
ttie; final grade and remove small 
.~^tanesbyimnd or maetiine raking. - 

Select high-quality seed of a turf 
grass variety suited to your epecKIc 
dimate and site. Divide seed Into two 
eqiial parts. Using a mechanical 
seeder or ^reader, sow one^iair of 
the seed in one direction aiid the other 
half at right angles to the first, to 
assiire complete coverage. 

After seeding, rake or drag the area 
ll^tly to cover the seed. Do not cover 
the' seed deeper than one-forth Incli. 
RoU the area lightly to firm the soli 
around the seed. 

Finally, mulch the area wlt|i clean 
straw or marsh hay. You may leave - 
tight mulches on to decompose, but 
remove heavy mulches as soon as the 
. grass germinates. Water the area 
during diy ^kUb of 10 days or more.
